Some o f those who favor the 
oiling*of the streets, say that much 
better results would be obtained it 
tho street 
is closed for 
possibly a 
week a fte r it is oiled. 
This gives the 
oil time to settle leaving the surface 
hard and eliminating m any of the 
objections to a freshly oiled street.

W ashington, April 9—B arring un­ 
expected developments all American 
troops in France with the exception 
of the arm y of occupation should be 
returned to this co u n try 'by the end 
of September, Adm iral McKean, a c t­ 
ing chief of operations of the navy, 
stated today. 
McKean made the 
statem ent in answ ering a question 
regarding a review of the A tlantic 
fleet. 
It will not be possible to 
hold a review, he said, until m ost of 
the troops have been returned to the 
United States. 
Twenty-five 
large 
navy ships are now being used as 
troop transports. 
American naval officials believe the 
B ritish will send a fleet to this coun­ 
try as victory celebration when the 
shipping question becomes less acute. 
It probably will be late this summer, 
it was stated.
